The Land Amendment Act introduc- 
ed by tlio Attorney-General afforda 
evidence of the manner in -which the 
present Governmont frame their mea- 
sures, and a more miserable, haphazard, 
come-by-chance arrangement could not 
well be conceived. The bill is intend- 
ed to enable the Government to collect 
interest on amounts duo to the Pro- 
vince on account of land sales, A.s in- 
trdHucod, the Bill provided for the rate 
of interest-beingiia per cent, per an- 
num. Between the first "and second 
reading the Bill was privately altered 
so as to make the amount 18 per cent. 
At tlie suggestion of a private mem- 
ber, when the Bill got into committco 
of the whole, the Attorney-General, on 
the spur of the inoment, and apparent- 
ly without, consulting his ' colleagues, 
moved to raise the rate to 2-i: per cent. 
No principle seems to guide the Gov- 
ernment ia what they do. Expedien- 
cy, what will carry readily, or some 
such shifty motive, seems to move 
them rather tlian ruleis 'of well-consi- 
, dered policy. Witb reference to the 
merits of the 24 per cent, tax wo won- 
der wliat the member for Victoria 
thinks who referred to the late Gov- 
ernment as being liko " Bravernian, 
only they did not charge any interest." 
Ee.will be.able to liken the present 
Government to that well known citizen 
without making any exception what- 
ever, for surely a more usurious mea- 
sure could not well bo conceived than 
one that compels hard-working settlers 
who happen to be in arrears of pay- 
ment for their land to pay to the Gov- 
ernment of the country they are benefit- 
ting by their presence and their work 
the usurious interest of 24 per cent, 
per annum. What say you, settlers of 
outlying districts ? 

CORREGTION. 



In The ColouuCa report of Tuesday's 
legislative proceedings Mr. GALLAGiiEn 
is stated to have voted against the item 
on the estimates for a continuance of 
the Royal Commission appointed to in- 
quire into what is known as the Kooto- 
nay scandal. It was assorted in the 
House yesterday by Mr. GALLAoniin 
and several other hon. members tliat 
the statement is incorrect; and The Col- 
onist now takes the first opportunity of 
making the amende honorable to the 
member for Kootenay. The error was 
entirely unintentional; but can be ac- 
counted for by the fact that Mr. 
G.lLLAanER occupies a seat on the 
same tier as a majority of those 
members who really did vote 
against the item. The Leader of 
the Government of course insinuated on 
the spur of the moment that the mem- 
ber for Kootenay had been wilfulbj 
misreported ; but it would seem reason- 
•able to suppose that even Jlr. Walkem 
will admit on mature reflection that if 
it were in the nature of The Colonist 
to misrepresent an hon. member it 
would resort to some pretext that could 
not to,deteqted,at a;glance. The first 
minister of tHe Crown should not be so 
ready to measure other people's corn by 
his own bushel, A- little reflection 
would save him much public ridicule. 



Tlio Boyal Oommlssion and tlio Gov- 
ormnent. 

Editor Colonist: — As one who takes 
some little interest in the proceedings 
over James Bay, I have been not a 
little amused at the transparency of the 
game played by George A. Walkem in 
connection, with tJie Eoyal Commission 
question. ' It would not do, of course, 
for him to come out openly in favor of 
stopping an enquiry which he had been 
"cbieliy instrumental in starting, having 
fii'st preferred the charge against the 
late premier (Mr. Elliott)|and having 
ori|^ally moved, for the appointment 
.of the oommissioh. Although his object 
has been attained, and a political rival 
temporarily removed out of his path, it 
would be too barefaced for him to 
admit that the enquiry should never 
have been instituted, as he would in 
efifectdp if he were now to dissolve the 
coniiriiBsion.^ He knows to save appear- 
ances that ho must pretend' to be 
anxious to have the matter proceeded 
with; but knowing that the result in- 
evitably must bo tho triumphant vindi- 
cation of his much-abused predecessor 
in office, and the. showing, of his own 
conduct in the aifair in its true colours, 
he takes time by the forelock and starts 
in und^^^he protection of the privileges 
of parl^^pt to malign and villify and 
cast opprobrium upon the gentlemen 
composing the coramissioii in order to 
cast discredit beforehand upon their 
report. He wishes and endeavors to 
prepare the public mind' to reject the 
verdict of the tribunal before which 
the charge is being investigated and all 
this, too, notwithstanding the fact that 
the commission is composed of gentle- 
men occupying the highest position in 
the land, men who, in fact, to use Wal- 
kem's own quotation, not only ouj^ht to 
be, but I believeliire like "Csesar's wife 
above reproach." The leader of tho 
opposition was right, in my opinion, 
when ia reply to tho violent declama- 
tion against the commissioners of tho 
two kindred spirits, the political 
twins I might call them, Mesnra. 
Humphreys and Walkem, he charg- 
ed them with having tho above 
object in view. Now, Mr. Editor, so 
far as I can see from the very hazy re- 
marks with reference to tho working of 
tho commission, which were interpersed 
with the bitter invectives used by Mr. 
Walkem against ■ the judges, I 
must say to my mind the commission- 
ers have entirely tlie best of the posi- 
tion. They appear to wish to be loft 
untrammelled to work the affair out, on 
their own responsibility, in tho inter- 
ests of right and trutb. In this there 



can be no doubt they are simply trying 
to do what the Parliament at whose in- 
stance they were appointed exiiccted of 
them. Now, however, Mr. Walkem is 
a person of conseK^uence (inihist^p^ 
opinion) and he must 'rieieds iiiterfero 
with the management of the enquirj'. 
He must be advised beforehand of 
everything that is to bo dono by the 
commission, and, moreover, must ap- 
prove of it before it can bo proceeded 
with. A nice thing, indSed,- that j one 
of the principals to a siiitshould assume 
tho right to run the court, to dictate to 
judge arid jury,in short,to cut and carve 
and • arrange so that the verdict will 
necessarily bo in accordance with his 
views and interests — a nice thing, in- 
deed. If this bo the true condition of 
aflairs in this connection, and I can 
draw no other inference from tho re- 
marks of tho Premier, then I say, Sir, 
instead of being defamed as they are 
by Messrs. Humphreys and Walkem, 
they deserve tho thanks of every right- 
thinking and right-feeling man in the 
community for defending their own 
dignity and self-respect and refusing to 
bo made puppets of by any unscrupu- 
lous little trickster liko Cicorgc Anthony 
AValkem. Ohservei!. 



" Judgo not that To Tjo aot Judgod." 

ViCTORU, Aug. 27 th. 
Editor Colonist : — ^Wliile reading 
the report of our Proniior's speech, in 
Friday's Stanilai-d, upon tho salary of 
the Superintendent of Education, three 
questions suggested themselves to my 
mind : 

first — Does Mr. Walkem propose 
reducing that officer's salary on the plea 
of incfliciency, or for tho same reason 
tiiat the salaries of other ollicials have

Mr. Onslow, INlr. ox-sheriff East, and 
Gould, the Poole fi.sherman, have paid 
tho usual quarterly visit to the claim- 
ant, when they found him in e.xccllent 
health, having gained two stono weight 
in a few months. He still adheres to 
his belief that "Cresswell," the man 
confined in tho lunatic asylum, is the 
veritable "Arthur Orton." 

The liohdon corre-spondent of the 
Glasgow 2^ew3, writing on tho 29th nit. 
says: — It is rumoured in diplomatic 
circles that Lord Dufleriu whose period 
of oflico in Canada is about to expire, 
will succeed Sir Au-sten Layardat Con- 
stantinople, and that the latter will 
resume his functions as her Majesty's 
representative at the Court of" Madrid. 

A disgraceful scone has occurred at 
Copridge, near Henley. Two women, 
both married, and with familicg, ai-rang- 
od to fight. They tied up their hair, and 
made every preparation. Ilepiuring to 
a piece of waste grdund, a ring was 
formed, each woman having her part- 
isans. Teeth as well as fists wore freely 
used, {ind after three rounds, one, whose 
nickname was "Bounty," was severely 
bitten, and retired. 

The house of Mr, W. Sowdon, tho 
Thornhill hotel, Stanningley, near Bracl- 
ford has been robbed of a largo amount 
of property in bank notes, wish and 
securities, ilr. Sowden lately, "for 
better security" it is said, withdrew a 
largo sum in Bank of England notes 
from a branch of a large banking com- 
pany, and kept it under lock and ko}' in 
his ' bed-room. On Friday, however, 
on retiring for tho night, ]Mr. and IMrs 
Sowden discovered that their drawers 
had been broken open and plundered 
to the extent, it is computed, of £15,000 
or £18,000. Some £5 notes were 
found near tho Stanningley railway, 
but probably the possessors of tho un- 
lawful booty had strewn tliem about 
for the purpo.so of putting the ])olice oil' 
their guard. Tho numbers of three 
Bank of England notes for £500 each 
are known to Mr. Sowden, and their pay- 
ment has been stopped. Of actual 
ready money there was not more than 
£60 or £70 among the spoil the rob- 
bers have carried off; all tho rest con- 
sists of bank notes, bills of exchange, 
and other documentary securities. It 
is thought probably that of tho property 
carried away not more than £7,000* or 
£8,000 can be immediately converted 
into money. The police havo ascertain- 
ed that tho robbers broke open the 
door of a bod-room with a "jemmy," 
and committed tho robbery before 
closing time. There wox'e two hundred 
£5 notes, three £500 notes, and eight 
£250 notes among the spoil; but the 
depredators have not been traced.

Severe fighting is again reported 
fi'om tho Transvaal In one skirmisli, 
tho British forces being exposed to a 
galling firtfj were compellet^. to rqtreat 
with a loss of 6 killed and 9 wounded. 



The statement that Lord Beacons- 
field's nephew is his nearest living re- 
lative is incon-ect. His Lordship is 
tho eldest of a family of three sons 
and daughter, the children of the late 
Isaac Disraeli, an eminent man of letters 
author of The Cnriosilics of Literature 
and several other standard works on 
history, politics, and criticism. Beja- 
min, tho eldest, l)ornDecombcr21, 1805 
is the present Earl^f Beaconsfield, K.G. 
The daughter died unmarried several 
ago. James, the s^ccond son, entering 
the public service, rose to high oflico in 
Somerset House (the Internal Revenue 
Department), and died some twelve 
years ago, leaving his fortune estimated 
at $00,000 to his more distinguished 
brother. Ralph Disraeli, the third son, 
is the second ofliccr of the House of 
Lords, being Clerk-Assistant of Pai'lia- 
ment (a patent oflice, and therefore per- 
manent), his compensation being a sal- 
ary of !59,000 ayear. It is not unusual 
to speak of Lord Beaconsfield as an 
adventurer; but this does not apply to 
him in a pecuniary sense, for his father 
was a man of largo fortune, who fiimlly 
retired from London to reside on his 
own place, Bradenliam House, in the 
county of Bucks, which his distinguish- 
ed son represented in the House of 
Commons from 1847 until August 1876, 
when he was transferred to the House 
of Lords by the personal favor of his 
sovereign. Ralph Disraeli, his brother, 
will not succeed to the Earldom of 
Beaconsfield in the event of survivor^ 
ship, unless a new patent, allowing tho 
title to pass to the next male of kin, be 
granted, as wtis done in 1869 inthecase 
of the late Lord Brougham. It was 
from the personal care of the elder Dis- 
raeli that the Premier of to-day receiv- 
ed tho ground-work of his education, 
particularly in the languages, dead and 
living. The son's afiectionate and in- 
teresting biography of such a father, 
written in 1848, concludes thus: "On 
the whole, nay, I believe that taking 
all into consideration, the integrity and 
completeness of his existence, the fact 
that for sixty years ho largely contri- 
buted to form the taste, charm the 
leisure, and direct the studious disposi- 
tion of the great body of tho public, and 
that his. works havo extensively and 
curiously illustrated the literary politi- 
cal history of our country, it will be 
conceded that, in his life and labors, ho 
repaid England for tho protection and 
the hospitality which thi« country;

REPORTS ADOPTI-.D. 

Tlio roporla on tlio Loan Bill, 1878 ; 
Legal Professions Amendment Bill ; Foos 
- of Pourts cj| Justice and Legal Pra'ctition- 
:o;ra' 'Bill, were adopted and the inoasmes 
passed their final stage. -- > 

Tho Mineral Amoiidniont Bill v,aa ru-id 
a third time and passed. 

CKOWN LAND AMENDMENT BlI.L. 

Eon. Mr. Walkcni moved tho socond 
' reading of this Bill which is , intended to 
enforce payment of moneys duo for lands 
purchased, pastoral leases/ferry charters, 
&o. , by the iiupoaition of 18 per cent, in- 
terest on balances due. : 

Tho Bill \s as read a second _tinio %it]i- 
out debate and committed, Mr. Drum- 
mond in the Chair. 

Mr; Smitho suggested a reduction of 
the rate of interest to 12 per cent, pur 
annum which would bo a very good por- 
contago for tho Goveninient to obtain 
from sottlora who were not iii a position 
to pay cash down for ;vhat thoy purchas- 
ed. 

. Hon. Mr. Walkom said it was not tho 
proyinco- of : the Gofernmen^to -allowv nio- 
noy to remain lit interest." If 'the' fate 
were reduced as proposed ho felt sati.sfied 
very few dolinqiionta would pay up. 

Mr. E. Brown supported ihe vi6w.>i of 
tho hon. Attorney-General, inasmuch na 
it was not the duty of tho Govornniont to 
assume the functions of b,'inkers towards 
speculation. 

Mr.' Harris also spoke in favor, of the 
measure, being of opinion that it would 
in the future prevent tho locking up of 
land by speculators to the detriment of 
settlors. 

Mr. "Wilson would like to see tho rato 
increased to 25 per cent: per annum. 
Many people shulHed along now by pay- 
ing 18 per cent, interest' for money. 

Mr. E. Brown quite' agreed that the 
Bill would bo made more efficient by in- 
creasing the rate. 

Mr. Ash said the rato could not be in- 
creased unless the amendment were 
brought down by nicssago from the Lieut. 
Governor as it was equivalent to .a. tax 
upon tho people. 

Hon. Mr. Walkom said tho Bill was 
neither a tax nor a charge ujjon^lio peo- 
ple. The measure had been introduced 
by message simply to avoid the possibility 
of any objection on the score of irregu- 
larity. 

Mr. Smitho siipgorted the point of or- 
der tjken by the raemhor for Comox. Tho 
original Land Act should have been in- 
troduced by message. lie himself, as a 
private member, had introduced tho Act 
of 1875 and it was so good a bill that the 
Government of tho day had accepted it 
'"holus bolus." 

■ The ' Ohtlirman — Tho House docs not 
understand that expression. (Laughter.) 

Mr. Smitho continued to contend that 
the point of order was well taken. 

Mr. Wilson said the hon. member had 
produced no authorities in support of his 
opinion. Prohably ho was right in 1875 
and wi'ong now. 

Mr. Ash said the interest proposed was 
decidedly in tho nature of a penalty .ind 
that the cl.auae nuist Lc transmitted by 
tho Lieut. -Governor under cover of a 
message if it was deemed ncces.iary to 
amend it. 

•itr. Pimbury thought tho proposed in- 
terest. very high. He could uiidcr.'itand 
that it is desirous to enforce paj'ment from 
speculators; bqt ho thought some little 
consideration should be shown settlers 
who really intended to utilize the hind. 
(Hear, hear.) 

' Mr. Vernon did not think the aiucnd- 
ment out of order, but thought tliat 18 
per cent, was quite high enougli a^o of 
interest to impose. Ho felt assure(t that 
very few purchasers would prefer not to 
pay such a rato as land could be bought 
out and out for §1 pcracro. The specula- 
tor should be compelled to pay for the 
lands he purchased and , tho bona fide sot- 
tier should ho protected as far as possible. 

Mr. Ash though, the Government should 
be quite satisiicd in obtaining tlio pa."?- 
sage of the bill without .an increase in the 
rate of interest. 

Mr. Mara thought 18 per cent, quite 
high enough. No man would purchase 
land and hold it unpaid for having to pay 
such a rate of interest. - 

Mr. E. Brown said the object was to 
prevuitt speculators purchasinglargc tracts 
of land, locking it up and paying little or 
nothing on account of purchase money. 

Hon. Mr. Beavcn said 2 per cent, was a 
current rate of interest for money in the 
Upper Country, (No! no.) It was not 
thdrefore likely that speculators and capi- 
talists would pay^p the principle if tho 
rato of interest thereon woro only IS jier 
cent, so long as they could go t 2-1 per 
cent, for it. 

Mr. Smitho explained thaf" having just 
examined authorities he had come to the 
conclusion that the amendment was in or- 
der. Ho thoroforo withdrew his objec- 
tion. 

On division tho Attorney-General's 
amendment was carried. 

Clause 2 giving tho Clucf Oomjnissioner 
power to cancel records, charters, or leases 
in the event of interest not being paid af- 
ter Smonths' notice in the Gazette, passed. 

Mr, Yornon suggested the insertion of 



a clause to enable a setuef to obtain a 
Crown grant for land by .payment of li 
cents per acre. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem said such an amend- 
ment would bo equivalent to giving away 
seven-eighths of the hind revenue of tho 
Province. 

The bill was. then reported complete 
with amendments. 

PRIVILEGE. 

Mr. Gallagher rose to a question of privi- 
lege. Ho desired to state that ho had not 
voted against the item for the Royal Com- 
mission as reported by The Colonist. If it 
had been the last act of his life he would 
have voted for it. 

PROnOOATIOK. 

. In reply to Mr. Smithe, hon. Mr. Walk- 
em stated that tho House would bo pro- 
rogued just as soon as the hon. gentlemen 
would refrain from raising points of order. 

Air. Ash said lie thought some other 
answer was due the House. " 

BEAL ESTATE TAX. 

. In reply to !Mr. Vernon, the Finance 
Jliniator stated that the amount of real 
estate on tho Victora city roll for 1877 is 
S788-1.7'.l; this is tho only roll in tho Trcas- 
Department that shows separately tlie as- 
sessment on real estate in municipalities. 
Tho amounts, however, in other munici- 
palities can be only trilling. 

A.SSE.SSMENT AMENDMENT lULI,. 

J Ion Mr. Be.avon moved tho second 
reading of tho Assessment Act Amend- 
ment Bill intended to facUitato tho collec- 
tion of tiixos. Instead of tho shorill'solling 
lands for taxes, under tho bill, the assessor 
would jierform that duty. Tho bill, after 
the 1st January, 1879, would also abolish 
dual tax.ation in municipalities. 

Mr. Smitho thought it rather h;vrsh that 
lands should be forthwith sold if taxes on 
them wcro not properly paid. Some littlo 
grace should be given; perhaps twelve 
months, charging, of course, interest on 
the amount due. ' ' ^v,''' 

Hon. Mr. Boaven said a person had two 
years to redeem his land in tho event of 
its being sold for taxes; so virtually it was 
similar to a person advancing money to 
p.ay the taxes of a delinquent. 

.Mr. Smithe said that might bo so, but 
tho expenses attending tho sale and in- 
terest pay.able on the purchase money 
would bo very heavy. Ho could not agree 
with tho Government in tho -abolition of 
dual t.axation in municipalities. If a 
municii»ffiity taxed itself for privileges it 
had the solo enjoyment of that was it.s own 
afl'air. JNIunicipalitios particip.ated .as 
much as outlying districts . in r the good 
government of . the country' 'iiiid it was 
right that thoy should cohtribiito to the 
cost therecjf. It a farmer wanted pui'o 
water on lii.s premises he had to put his 
hand in his pocket and pay for it, but the 
sanitary measures and institutions of 
municipalities were in a large degree main- 
tained by sums voted from the. Provincial 
revenue. Victoriajdoriyod manifold bene- 
fits from the Province and it was only 
right that .she should contribute to the 
revenue. In committee ho would move 
to strike out tho clause abolishing tho tax 
in question. 

Mr. Williams was surprised that tho 
member for Cowiohan should raise objec- 
tions to that clause of the' bill, 'inasmuch 
as an act existed which permitted any dis- 
trict to become a municipality... 

Mr. SmiEhe— Oo^vichan is already a mu- 
nicipality. 

Mr. Wilson said that the farmers of 
Cowiclian contributed only some §3 00 per 
head to the general revenue of tho coun- 
try, and it iUdibcame the leader of the Op- 
position to object to the- provisions of the 
bill. The two members for Cowichan 
cost more than was derived from tho en- 
tire district and consequently he could 
not possibly SCO how it » could contribute 
one cent to" any of the institutions of Vic- 
toria City. ' 

Mr. ^'ernon ridiculed the remarks of 
tlie last speaker. All ho had alluSed to 
was tlio district of Cowichan instead of 
spe.aking to the principle of tho bill and 
diacnsaing the question of dual taxation. 
Ho thouglit the hon. member should go 
to Cowichan on a fishing excursion a.'* he 
would be of more use in thatcapacity than 
as a momber of ^he HoiM04^/;'^He (Mx. V.) 
entirely failed toseo why Victoria shbuldbe 
exempted from contributing her share to- 
wards tho good government of tlic coun- 
try. She derived .as much benefit there- 
from ,as anj' partof the Province anditwas 
wrong in principle that tlio rest of the 
country iliould have to pay for what mu- 
nicipalities enjoyed as much as outlying 
districts. 

Jlr. Pimbury said tho city of Victoria 
was not a wealth jiroducing community. 
The rest of the Province produced wealth 
and he was surprised that a clause should 
have been inserted in tho bill to exempt 
municipalities from .contributing tlieir 
share to the public revenues. 

The bill was then read a second time 
and the House took recess. 

AFTEll RECESS. 

Mr. Speaker took tho chair at 2:30 p.m. 

TUE SUPPLY BILL 

Wag read a second time and committed, 
with Mr. Saul in the chair. 

Tho several clauses having passed with- 
out debate tho committee rcse and re- 
ported the bill complete without amend- 
ment. 

Mr. Ash, before' the report was adopted, 
a.slced whether it was not the intention of 
tlie Government to bring in an Indemnity 
.Vet, for it was alwaj's tho custom to pass 
an act to indemnify the Government for 
the excess of expenditure over the vote, 
and he thought it would bo a vciy bad 
precedent not to do so this session. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem said the Govern- 
ment did not intend to indemnify the late 
Government for expenses 'incurred in ex- 
cess of the vote and had such an act been 
introduced he would have voted against 
nearly all tho items. 

Tho bill was then read ii third time and 
jiassed. ' / ■ • .,' ^■ 

ASSESSMENT ACT. . ' 

In committee, Mr. 'W. M. Brown in 
the chair, clauses 1 to 8 passed without de- 
bate. 

At clause 9, 

Mr. Sniitlic .asked the leader of the 
Government to extend tho date forpaying 
up taxes as tho present clause ho consi- 
dered most arbitrary, especially as many 
persons are poor and m'ay not bo able to 
pay their taxes before tho 1st March. He 
thought that the 30th November would 
bo better as by that time tho harvest is 
over and thoy then havo more chance of 
having money by them. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem said that every one 
^vould know in November that thoy had 
to pay u]3 their taxes by March and could 
provide for ' tiiat, besides which all the 
work on ronds, &c., commences in the 
spring and money must come in then. 

The clause then passed. 
;At clause 

'Mr. Smitho said he thought charging 25 
per cent, interest on delinquent t.axcs and 
18 per cent, interest per .annum in addi- 
tion till the tax was paid was very heavy 
indeed. 

Hon. Mr. Beavon said the idea was to 
get the principal paid up and then if that 
is not paid he thought a very ;heayy , inter- 
est should be charged. ' If 'iip-;; interest 
were charged persons could wait till tho 
day before the sale and then pay rather 
than liavo their goods sold, . . 



Hon. Mr. Walkem said what the Gov- 
ernment wanted was to get tho revenue 
in and he did not think thb would work 
harshly at all, for'itwouldoblige persons to 
pay 'yheir t.axes at once. Of course there 
aro some who are not so well oil; but tlien 
taxes are^light for. isaoh; man's proper^ is 
rated at its value— the rich irian arid the 
poor man alike. 

Mr. Holgesen said ho thought tho clause 
ir.as absolutely necessary to enable tho 
Government to collect the taxes. At pro- 
•ent there are men who do not pay this 
tax. Now, as ho was a law-abiding man 
and had alwaya paid his taxes 'ih iuU, he 
could not see why others should not pay 
theirs. 

Clauses 11 ami 12 passed. 

At clause 13 jMr. Smitho again a»ked 
tho Government to extend the time for 
the sale of lands fro.m two' months to at 
least one year, . ,. /..< 

Hon ]VIr. Beaven said he could not see 
where the harm came in in selling tho 
land after two months when the delin- 
quent taxpayer has two yeius. in which to 
redeem the land. 

ilr. Dnnnmond said he saw no objec- 
tion to the clause and was afraid that the 
loader of the Opposition was endeavoring 
to waste the.timo of the Bpuae^ s.; ' 

Mr. Smitho said ho could only treat 
such remarks with tho utmost contempt. 
Ho most certainly thought tho clause 
would bo hard on many and really hoped 
tho Government would extend tho time to 
a year. The Government would still bo 
gotting an enormous interest. 

The clause passed. ' 

Clauses 14 to 39 passed without com- 
ment. 

At clauHc -10 I*[i-. Jlr. Mclliiioyl aakod 
that the tax of L per cent, should bo re- 
duced to one-half of one per cent. 

Mr. Smitho said ho coidd not under- 
stand why Victoria and Now Westminster 
cities should be exempted from this act, 
for he w.oa given to understand that thoy 
are the only two municipalities which p.ay 
a one per cent, tax on real est.ato. This 
tax, however, is not paid to tho Govei'n- 
ment, but to the corporation, and as tlioso 
cities derived as much benefit from tho 
good government of tho country as any 
other llj^triot it was only right that thoy 
should cohtributoathoir fair proportion of 
the Provincial revenue. It w.aa a mis- 
take to say a dual tax was being collected 
in those cities. He maintained that 
persons residing in tho rural districts had 
to tax themselves in addition to their 
Provinci.al tax just as much as Victorians, 
tlio only dill'erenco being that in the city 
they did things by united effort for mu- 
tual benefit, wliilu in the country every 
iiKiii had to put liis hand i;ito his own 
pocket and accuinplisli tho thing by indi- 
vidual ell'ort. If, in Victoria, thoy made 
and kept in repair their own streets, •tc, 
it should bo borne in mind that thoy had 
had handed over by the Province, licen- 
ses and other revenues, properly tho pro- 
perty of the Province, for those especial 
purposes, and because they found it 
necessary in order to enable thom lo light 
their stroetn with gas, bring water from 
Elk Lake, and make certain sanit.ary 
arrangements to levy a tax upon their 
1-cal estate, ho did not see that it effected 
in the slightest degree their responsibility 
to contribute to tho Provincial funds. If 
they taxed themselves it was for their 
l)articular benefit. What practical dtlForonce 
could it make to the people of country 
districts whether Victoria were well sup- 
plied with water or light or any other 
luxury, or whether they levied ' a tax of 
one per cent, or one-half per cent upon 
their estate, or paid a poll tax to liquidate 
the cost of it i It was a f.allaoy to call it 
dual taxation. Ho had expected to hear 
Mr. Wilson s.ay something in support of 
tho lu-inciple of this clause on the 
second reading of the Bill; but ho 
had been so mudi taken up with 
abuse of Cowichan — which, by tlie way, 
(he said) tho member for Victoria seemed 
to have on the brain — that he had quite 
forgotten to refer to tho principles of the 
measure. It had been Cowichan first, 
Cowichan in the middle and Cowichan at 
the end of his speech. Mr. Wilson spoko 
of. the. small amount of revenue Op^chan 
contributed, and tho largo ainount of mo- 
ney expended there. He had just t.aken 
from the Estimates for the year amounts 
voted which would be expended chiefly if 
not entirely for Victoria's benefit, and 
tliej^ooted up the total in round num- 
bers of §130,000. Ho would ask if Vic- 
toria contributed anything like in. propor- 
tion to that amount '/ Ho then referred 
t(i tlio ailvantagcs of the seat of Govern- 
niuiit being established in the city, trffe 
civil servants, and oven the members so- 
journing during tho session, benefitting 
the traders, of which Victoria was largely 
composed, by their expenditures. And 
yet because thoy liappon to tax them- 
selves to obtain the luxury cvf lighted 

streets- ■ 

Mr. Wilson, for the fourth or fifth time 
during Mr. Smitho's speech, rose and 
said : — " No ; tho streets aro not lighted, 
there being a dispute vnth the gas com- 
pany." 

jMr. Ash rose and said tho continued 
interruptions from tho socond member for 
Victoria City were moat cowaidly and 
caused a waste of time. If tho hon. gen- 
tleman had anything to say surely ho 
could w.ait till tlio leader of the Opposition 
had finished speaking. (Hear, hear.) He 
would venture to say tho member would 
not dare to make those const.antly re- 
peated and unseemly interruptions if he 
(Mr. Wilson) did not belong to a strong 
party in the House. (Hear, hear.) 

Mr. Wilson said ho only wished to cor- 
rect the hon. member. 

Mr. Vernon said if that was his wish lie 
could note it down and when tho hon. 
gontlenian had finished .speaking ho could 
then correct him. This was the mode .all 
lion, gentlcinon who had had any exper- 
ience practised, but tho solo aim of some 
gentlemen opposite appeared to bo to in- 
terrujit and attack tho member for Cow- 
ichan ; he really thought some order 
should bo kept. (Hear, hear.) 

Jlr. Drummoild hero rose, but was 
called to order and obliged to sit down. 

Mr. Smitho then continued to speak 
against the adoption of tho 4.0th clause. 
He said that if the Government had been 
earnest in their professions thoy would 
have exempted personal property and in- 
comes as well as real est.ate in municipali- 
ties from Provincial taxation. He was 
opposed on principle, however, to exempt- 
ing any municipaUty f rom. its ^ fair share 
of the tax on real estate"."' ' ' " " " 

Hon. Mr. Bc.aven said tho ahn of tho 
bill was to oncoui-age the Municipal sys- 
tem and it ^vas trusted that 'etc long the 
entire Province would become a contin- 
uation of municipalities. It should he 
borne in mind that there w^^s nodual tax- 
ation on personal property and incomoa 
because municipalities had no' power to 
impose taxation of that nature. Ho did not 
suppose that any municipality desired to 
cvado its fair sh.aro of provincial taxation 
and would not therefore place a tax of less 
th.an one per cent, on re.al est.ato within 
its limits. To meet tho objections raised, 
howovor, and to encour.age the formation 
of municipalities he would suggest that 
the clause bo amended by reducing the 
one per cent, to not less than | of one, per 
cent. ' -■ . ■^'■'. ' 1 



Mr. WUUams said the city .. of Victoria 
was a credit to even' guntleiriiiA:isrho came 
into it. Tho peopB had good "streets to 
wolk on, good water to druik (loud laugh- 
ter), and good hotels to live in. (A voice — 
U you p»y for it.) The City paid for all 
her improvements herself and he thought 
if the citizens wished to bo permitted to 
take care of themselves they should be 
allowed to do so. Thoy paid^robre'vthan 
their fair share to the revenue under the 
dual taxation system and ho would there- 
fore vote against it. 

Hon. ISIr. Walkom spoko in favor of 
self-government and an extension of the 
municipal system. Ho thought the ex- 
isting dual t.axation was unfair to the 
municipalities, but ho was not prepared 
to go so far as tho members for Victoria 
City who st.atod that Victoria derived no 
benefit from tho roads leading to the city. 
These roads really benefited the city very 
much and attracted an influx of people. 
Ho did not think the bill made any con- 
cession to the City of Victoria and as for 
sayirig that the measure had . been intro- 
duced at tho instigation of hon. meraboi-s 
for tho city he would state that before 
those gentlemen entered tho Legislature 
the now Government had declared that 
dual taxation was unfair and should be 
•abolished. 

Mr. Vernon regretted that the Govern- 
ment had not applied a similar principle 
to Mainland districts where triple taxa- 
tion was paid — tho road tolls, custom dues 
and direct provincial taxes. Ho thought 
tho name of tho school tax should bo al- 
tered, OB in reality it was a poll tax which 
all dosses should pay. Under its present 
name many objected to pay it in Cassiar 
and elsewhere whore there are no schools. 
It would bo .all very Veil to cut up tho 
countiy into numerous municipjilities if 
the Provinco were tit for it, but it would 
bo impo.ssil)lo for municipalities to keep 
expensive roads similar to tho trunk road 
in a state of repair. Ho thought tho bill 
should hivvo been called "an act to exempt 
the city of Victoria from taxation" as that 
was what it really amounted to. . 

Mr. Evans agreed with much of tho 
argument of the Oiiposition and was of 
opinion that the city of A''ietoria derived 
great benefit from improvements in the 
districts. Ho thought A''ietoria was al- 
ready very leniently dealt with and hon. 
members for that city evidently believed 
that Victoria was thoNjoncontrated intelli- 
gence and we.alth of the whole Province. 
In fact that Victoria itself >vas British Co- 
lumbia. 

Mr. Abrams said that in Nan.aimo last 
election tho Constitution Bill and du.al 
taxation in municip.alities had boon made 
a test question. Ho was opposed to them 
and had been elected. Ho would there- 
fore support the bill; but would liko to see 
tho municipal tax on real estate reduced 
to not less than three-fourths o^^ono per 
cent". 

Mr, Drummond said ho intended to 
sustain tho municipal system which, in 
his opinion, was intended to extend self 
government to tho people. The hon. 
member alluded to the numerous institu- 
tions maintained by tho city of A''ictoria 
which were (*f gi'cat and lasting benefit to 
tho whole of the Province. Ho^pointed 
out tho value of the fire dop.artment, tho 
water wol'ks, the hospital, ifcc, , and said 
that lie was in favor of imposing a tax of 
one-eighth of one per cent, on the profits 
of insurance companies. Tho item hith- 
erto placed on the estimatca for tho Royal 
Hospital should not be charged in ioto to 
tho city as invalids from Cariboo and in- 
digent sick from Cowichan derived gi-eat 
benefit from the institution. The outside 
districts sent all of their bad ciuses to the 
Victoria Hospital for treatment. (Laugh- 
ter.) Ho was pledged to oppose dual taxa- 
tion in municipalities. It had defeated 
tho late Government, .as it was wrong in 
principle. The present Government had 
undertaken to abolish it and to-day it was 
seen that one man could do tho work of 
five. With reference to the Victoria 
police force he said that the city ])aid all 
oxponsos in connection therewith, not- 
Avithstanding that tho ofiiecrs protected 
the life and property of people from Cow- 
ichan, Cariboo and Okan.agan who fre- 
quented tho city. The police magistrate, 
who was .also paid by tho city, devoted 
much of his time to hearing charges pre- 
ferred against hard cases from outside 
districts. On these . grounds tho clause 
ought to pass and double taxation slibuld 
cease to exist. Dual taxation, the hon. 
gentleman said, shall not provaU. Wo 
won't havo it ; I am hero to veto against 
it and the bill must and shill pass. 
(Laughter and "hoar, hear.") 

Mr. Wilson .spoko in support of the 
clause. 

Mr. Pimbury said that those who pro- 
duced woro entitled to.tho first considera- 
tion oad Victoria city'cSbld not exist if it 
were riot for outside districts. Tho fact 
sht?lild not bo lost sight of that those dis- 
tricts were the cause of tho material pros- 
perity of Victoria and that without thom 
tliore would be nothing in the city to tax. 
(Hear, hear.) 

The clause then passed and tho bUl was 
subsequently, -reported complete wth 
amonclments. 

.SCUOOL TAX. 

Mr. Galbraith moved the second read- 
ing of a bill to assimilate tho date of col- 
lection of the school t.ax to that of other 
taxes and to make provision for its collec- 
tion similar to tho provision of tho Assess- 
ment Act just p.assed. 

Tho bill was read a socond time, com- 
niittod, reported and passed its final stage. 

LIQUOR LICENSE A.MENU.MKNT JULL. 

Mr. Holgesen moved tho second read- 
ing of this bill, which was forthmth com- 
mitted, Mr. McGiilivray in tho chair.
